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Kennedy Legacy: 
Dead Halt in Bog 


As the international economic policies 
of the Eisenhower administration bog to a 
hapless halt, the first crisis of the Ken- 
nedy administration churns up like a 
storm cloud. 

The Republican government tried to 
ignore the drain on the dollar during the 
presidential campaign. Now the post-elec- 
tion crash remedies have failed to check 
the flow. 

The Anderson mission to Germany and 
France was a failure. Those allies de- 
clined to share defense costs. They 
shrugged off further sharing of foreign 
aid costs. Our gold keeps flowing away. 

And the economic alternatives take 
shape. 

We can bring American troops home 
from Europe, quit our post of leadership 
in foreign development and let the Com- 
munists take control of the world from 
which we have withdrawn in pique. 

Or we can put the eroded Atlantic al- 
liance back together again and make it 
work so that we can compete honorably 
with communism. 

The years of giving guns instead of 
tools to poor nations are ending. The 
years of regarding Western Europe with 
indifference are well rid of.

claw, is past. 
Refusing further involvement in 


pooled aid through the United Nations, 
we have the duty to pool the power of the 
Atlantic allies with our own and move, 
each taking a fair share in the cost of ex- 
panding the community of freedom. 

It is time for the United States to call 
due the Marshall plan note, which rebuilt 
Western Europe, and to bring these demo- 
cratic nations to their duty by the force 
and vigor of our leadership. This we 
have failed to do. This the Kennedy ad- 
ministration must do, from a dead halt in 
a bog.

We hope that Kennedy won’t discour- 
age men like Pace by resorting to the old 
technique of paying off political debts 
with high posts in the government. 

We hope that these rumors that won't 
die about Bobby Kennedy’s being ear- 
marked for attorney general will soon be 
proved false by the president-elect. 

Robert Kennedy has excellent quali- 
fications for many roles in government. 
Nothing would justify making him the 
country’s number one legal official. How- 
ever, such an action is more to be feared 
for what it would do to Democrats and 
Republicans who took Kennedy’s cam- 
paign promises at face value (as Pace 
seems to have, for example) than for what 
it would do to the Justice department.

cow must somehow be reversed. The Ken- 
nedy administration faces challenges 
which extend to every continent and into 
every field of human .activity.

Mexico Is Holding 


Balance of Power 


MEXICO CITY 


— Look homeward to this 
hemisphere for the most immediately critical of 
all foreign policy problems with which the new 
Kennedy administration must quickly grapple. 


The cold war with 


the Soviet Union is, of course, infinitely larger in the ultimate sense 
than the crisis which Castro Cuba has created below the Rio Grande. 


But this second example of in- 
ternational communism’s disrup- 
tive power almost certainly will 
be the higher on Kennedy’s first 
world-affairs list of business, for 
our troubles down here are of the 
here-and-now kind. 


They must be dealt with at 
double time or they may become 
too inflamed to be dealt with at 
all and Mexico under President 
Adolfo Lopez Mateo can fairly be 
said to hold the balance of power 
in Latin America. We must pre- 
vail upon him to weigh that bal- 
ance in our favor. 

A visit here makes one deeply 
aware that to checkmate Castro 
as an effective agent of Commu- 
nist imperialism we must have 
the genuine support of other Latin 
American powers. Any _ action 
against him taken seriously on 
our own would injure us irrepara- 
bly. The Mexicans have bitter 
memories of past American inter- 
ventions. 

From many conversations here 
with men from President Lopez 
Mateos downward, it would ap- 
pear that the beginning of a solu- 
tion might be found in the way: 


1. By an early Kennedy-Lopez 
Mateos meeting.

Swashbuckling Gen. John Clark 
of Wilkes County was the 
pion of the wool-hat boys at the 
turn Of 19th century

They ioved him for his restiess, 
rowdy ways, his violent, vindictive 
temperament They idolized him 
for his distinguished record as a 
boy soldier in the Revolutionary 
War.

Born in Wake County, N. C., in | 
1766, he was reared in the crude | 
army camps and on the Indian 


warpath with little formal educa- 
tion and no protession except sol- 
diering. He followed his tather, the 
famous Gen. Elijah Clarke, into 
the Revolutionary War, became a 
lieutenant at 15, a captain at 16, 
distinguished himself at the Battle 
of Kettle Creek, afterwards enter- 


ing Savannah with Gen. Anthony 
Wayne. 
SETTLED IN WILKES 

For his services in the Conti- 


nentai Army, he received a grant 
of 800 acres of land and returned 
with his father to Wilkes County, 
which Elijah helped settle in 
1773. When he was 21, the father 
and son were placed in charge of 
the state’s militia and they won 
new fame by defeating an inva- 
sion of Creek Indians at a creek 
in Walton County. (‘The stream 
became Known as Jack's Creek in 
his honor.) 


But honors apparently went to 
the young man’s head. “The repu- 
tation which he acquired by the 


battles of Kettle Creek and Jack's 
Creek made nim feel that he 
the cock of the walk wherever 
he stalked,’ recalled Gov. George 
Gilmer.

Clark knew no fear. He showed 
no quarter. His overbearing dis-

The scandal angered many 
Georgians, particularly the Vir- 
ginia settlers—the bigger mer- 


chants, the large plantation own- 
ers ‘and the professional men. 
Around this dissatisfied citizenry, | 
Gov. James Jackson built a re- | 
form movement and put down the 
Yazooists with scathing arraign- 
ments. 

JOHN DROPPED “E” 

Jackson's actions forced | 
Clarks. to develop their wool hat- | 
ters into a sort of defensive or- 
ganization. John dropped the ‘‘e”’ 
off the Clarke name, apparent- 
ly as a gesture of his democratic 
sentiments, and he kept the Clark- 
ites on the defensive only a short 
time. 


After Elijah’s death in 1799, 
John met his political antithesis, 
William H. Crawford, when both 
were state legislators. Crawford 
was. charming and cultured and 
a brilliant lawyer. 


Clark despised lawyers in gen- 
eral. They were ‘the most use- 
less pests that ever disgraced so- 
ciety,” he once said. Crawford, 
he hated in particular for that 
profound young legislator was 
rapidly rising to the leadership 
of the Jackson movement's up- 
country wing—long the stronghold 
of Clark. George M. Troup led 
the Jackson forces in south Geor- 
gia and along the coast.

Talmadge 
To Revive 


School Bill 


Sen. Herman Talmadge said 
Monday night he will introduce in 
the 87th Congress a bill giving 
states the specific gight to govern 
their schools. 


Talmadge, speaking on WAGA- 
TV’s Reporters Notebook pro- 
gram, said he had revised the 
twice-before-introduced bill, to re- 
solve some objections and would 
seek its passage at the next con- 
. gressional session. 


He said the bill seeks to give 


back to the state the control of 
schools they had before the Su- 
preme Court decision of May 17, 
1954. 

“It will be a sad day,” he said, 
“when the schools are run from 
Washington.”’ 

Consequently, he said, he is op- 
posed to federal aid to education 
because “I have never seen where 
the government gave money that 
they didn’t control éxpenditures 
right down to the smallest militia 
district.” 

On other political plans, Tal- 
madge said he probably would 
seek reelection to the U.S. Senaie 
in 1962. When asked if he would 
change his mind if ex-Gov.

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TODAY’S EXPERT NURSING REQUIRES A VERY SPECIAL GIRL 


Student Nurse Dianne Eblen, Atlanta, Asumes Responsibilities Early in Training 


Modern Medicine Requires 
The Talent of a Special Girl 


—ixpert in Nursing Science 


Today’s white capped angel 
of mercy would gladden the 
heart of Florence Nightingale. 
She would be amazed by the 
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variety of her duties, her spe- 
cialized training and the extent 
of her responsibilities. 


And she would be even more 
Startled to know that many 
registered nurses today are also 
college graduates who hold a 
bachelor of science degree in 
nursing. 


*‘A very special girl has taken 
her place in the nursing profes- 
sion today,’’ explained Miss Ada 
Fort, dean of the Emory Uni- 
versity School of Nursing. ‘As 
the science of medicine has ex- 
panded and developed, so has 
the science of nursing. More 
complex nursing problems to- 
day require the services of the 
expert medical nurse who has 
been taught to observe, think 
and judge for herself. 


GROWING NEED 


“Not all nursing cases, of 
course, require the services of 
the expert nurse, but many do 
and the need is. growing. 


“Just a few years ago,”’ she 
continued, ‘“‘a major operation 
involved removal of the kidney 
or the appendix. Now it is com- 
mon to operate for the purpose 
of removing a portion of the 
brain or a lung. Even heart 
surgery is done with great fre- 
quency. Operations such as 
these require fine precision, 
team work, intelligent judgment 
and keen observation. 


NEW MEDICAL AGE 


‘‘The modern medication field, 
too, requires a highly trained 
nurse. Commonly prescribed 
medicines of the past included 
little more than aspirin, nar- 
cotics and a few heart stimu- 
lants. Now we have entered 
the age of the wonder drugs, 
the antibiotics, the blood coagu- 
lants and the tranquilizers. 


“Not only do we have an in- 
finite variety of specific drugs— 
but these drugs are much more 
potent in their effects on pa- 
tients. And the time lapse be- 
fore reactions develop is much 
less. 

EXPERT NURSES NEEDED 

“The new drugs, alone, have 
created an urgent need for the 
expert medical nurse. 

“And now many more mental 
health problems are recognized

The psychiatric 
nurse must be specifically 
trained to observe reactions and 
interpret patient responses —

Fort emphasized. 


“Physical care, bathing and 
relieving patient discomfort 
means much more to today’s 
expert nurse than a service to 
the patient,’’ Dean Fort said, 
“In addition, these services af- 
ford her the opportunity to study 
her patient and supply nursing 
information to the doctor about 
each patient on a higher level 
than nurses have ever been 
able to do before. That is be- 
cause the collegiate student 
nurse is taught how to develop 
the judgment to think for her- 
self.”’ 


FEW EXPERT NURSES 


Of the nation’s 450,000 nurses 
today, however, only 7% are 
expert medical nurses with a 
bachelor of science degree in 
nursing. Only 7% more have 
fulfilled the requirements for a 
masters degree in nursing. And 
of those in the master’s pro- 
gram, one third have gone into 
teaching, administrative work, 
and the medical research field. 
So, only two thirds of 7% 
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are 


practicing expert medical nurs- 
ing along with the 7° who hold 
the bachelor degree in nursing. 


“Our country needs many 
more highly trained nurses,” 


Dean Fort said soberly. We at 
the Emory University School 
of Nursing would like to see 
more girls enter our field. But 
standards are necessarily high. 
Only 70 to 80 per cent of our 
applicants are able to meet 
these standards. ‘‘However, as 
a result of careful screening we 
have very few drop-outs. 


LOVE OF HUMANITY 


Why is intelligence so im- 
portant? Because, Dean Fort 


explained, a student nurse in the 
collegiate program must not 
only learn the primary prin- 
ciples of medical science, but 
she must be alert to learn to 
put them together creatively 
in new ways. And then she 
must have, too, a love of hu- 
manity and a genuine desire to 
help each patient. Unless she 
has real concern for them she 
can never be a good nurse no 
matter how expert she is.

“I quickly learned that most 
was 
inadequate,”’ Barbara related. 
“A lot of parents were really 
up a tree when it came to find- 
ing toys and games for young- 
sters with a disability. Many 
asked me to recommend some- 
thing they could get to help 
their child at home. Most toys 
available in stores were too in- 
tricate, had too many small 
pieces and the like. In a lot of 
cases, there was a financial dif- 
ficulty in the family that added 
to the problem.” 


So, with a particular child in 
mind, the instructor worked out 
the details of her first orig- 
inal teaching aid. She drew her 
building materials from a stock 
of household goods that can be , 
found in practically any home 
—empty spools, wooden clothes- 
pins, scrap wood. Then the 
teacher asked her father, re- 
tired businessman David L. Dor- 
wood of Chamblee, for help in 
constructing it. She experiment- 
ed with various designs, based 
on her knowledge of skills that 
need to be taught handicapped 
children.

As today’s play went, West 
opened the eight of hearts, and 
deciarer took it with the jack in 
the closed hand and immediately 
led a low.spade for the successful 
finesse of dummy’s jack. This 
gave him 12 top tricks—two 
spades, six hearts, three dia- 
monds and one club—and a 
squeeze on West in spades and 
clubs gave him his 13th trick. 


Declarer ran off five more 
rounds of hearts and followed 
with the ace and king of dia- 
monds, leaving this situation:

Now declarer did not try the 
club finesse, for West had dou- 
bled. Instead, he led the queen of 
diamonds, discarding the club 
queen from the closed hand, and 
West was squeezed. If West un- 
guarded the king of clubs, de- 
clarer would cross over to his 
hand with the ace of clubs, drop- 
ping the king, and cross back to 
dummy with the ace of spades to 
take the good jack of clubs at the 
end. If West unguarded the king 
of spades, declarer would drop it 
under the ace and cross over to 
the South hand with the club ace 
to claim the spade queen. 


Either way, South took all the 
tricks, making seven no-trumps, 
doubled.
